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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

of  the  Rural  District  of  the  Barnstaple  Union. 


The  Barnstaple  Rural  District  comprises  an  area  of  132,059 
acres,  and  contained  at  the  census  of  1911  a population  of  18,184 
persons,  of  whom  8669  were  males  and  9515  females.  The  number 
of  inhabited  houses  was  4317.  The  uninhabited  houses  were  320. 
The  estimated  population  for  the  year  1913  was  18,282. 

Considering  its  large  extent  the  district  is  a sparsely  populated 
one.  It  contains  36  parishes,  included  in  which  are  various  popular 
seaside  villages,  such  as  Instow,  Combemartin,  Woolacombe, 
Croyde,  Morthoe  and  Santou,  all  of  which  have  a much  increased 
summer  population.  The  inland  villages  of  Bratton,  Brendon, 
Braunton,  Ashford  and  Challacombe  are  also  becoming  increasingly 
popular  during  the  summer  season. 

The  social  condition  of  the  inhabitants  is  on  the  whole  very 
satisfactory  and  has  much  improved  during  recent  years.  The 
majority  of  the  population  are,  naturally,  from  the  character  of  the 
district,  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits.  Some  of  those  living  in 
the  coast  villages  are  occupied  in  the  fishing  industry  and  in 
catering  for  visitors.  In  two  villages,  Fremington  and  Knowle, 
are  potteries  which  give  employment  to  a small  number  of  people. 

The  total  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £139,066.  Total 
amount  spent  in  outdoor  relief,  £1519  lls.  7d. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  of  the  DISTRICT. 

WATER  5UPPLY. 

During  the  last  few  years  much  improvement  has  been 
recorded  at  various  times  in  the  water  supply  of  the  District. 
Excellent  supplies  exist  in  the  following  larger  villages — Braunton, 
Woolacombe,  Morthoe,  Countisbury,  Swimbridge,  Bishopstawton, 
Fremington  and  Instow,  the  last  three  being  supplied  by  the 
Barnstaple  Water  Company.  Analyses  made  of  these  waters  have 
invariably  been  most  satisfactory.  Some  of  the  smaller  villages, 
such  as  Knowle,  Berrynarbor,  Santon  and  Westleigh  have 
satisfactory  public  supplies.  The  remainder  of  the  distiict  is 
entirely  dependent  upon  public  and  private  wells,  some  of  which 
are  so  situated  as  to  be  at  times  in  danger  of  pollution  from  surface 
drainage  and  manured  gardens.  In  regard  to  the  village  of 
Georgeham,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  find  some  means 


by  which  the  village  may  be  supplied  with  a safe  drinking  water. 
A recent  analysis  made  bv  Dr.  Thresh  is  referred  to  in  the  sanitary 
details  mentioned  in  regard  to  each  parish  in  the  body  of  this 
report. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  during  the  past  year  to  suggest 
contamination  of  any  of  the  supplies  by  lead. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  parishes  of  Westleigh,  Instow,  Braunton,  Fremington 
and  Bishop’s  Tawton  discharge  their  crude  sewage  into  the  tidal 
rivers  Taw  and  Torridge.  In  each  case  the  effluent  is  situated  in 
such  a manner  as  to  meet  with  the  sanction  of  the  Taw  and  Torridge 
Fishery  Board. 

Certain  of  the  villages  discharge  directly  into  the  sea,  such  as 
Morthoe,  at  North  Morte  ; Woolacombe  ; Braunton,  at  Vcllator  ; 
Combemartin  and  Countisbury.  At  Santon,  which  is  a small 
seaside  hamlet,  the  sewage  is  retained  in  a large  receiving  tank  and 
is  released  on  the  ebb  tide. 

Pollution  of  streams  occurs  at  various  parts  of  the  district, 
as  the  result  of  the  drainage  of  small  villages  and  groups  of  cottages. 
Landkey  is  a village  to  which  this  applies  in  particular. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Arrangements  with  regard  to  the  sewerage  of  some  of  the 
larger  villages  are  most  excellent.  Combemartin,  Woolacombe, 
Westleigh,  Swimbridge,  Braunton,  Instow  and  Bickington  have  all 
modern  systems.  Where  possible  the  sewage  is  discharged  into  the 
sea,  in  some  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  sewage  is  by  a system  of 
irrigation,  viz.,  Westdown,  Bickington  and  Georgeham. 

Sewers  on  a much  smaller  scale  exist  in  other  parishes  and 
so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  fulfil,  with  certain  exceptions  referred 
to  later,  their  purpose.  Where  there  is  an  absence  of  sewer  the 
slop  waters  are  thrown  on  to  the  back  yards  of  the  cottages  and 
generally  find  their  way  on  to  the  highway  and  streams. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  a scattered  rural  district  such  as  this  earth  closets  are  by 
far  the  most  satisfactory  means  for  the  disposal  of  excremental 
matter.  It  is,  however,  most  essential  that  they  should  receive 
proper  attention  and  supervision.  There  are  many  instances  where 
they  have  been  erected  to  replace  the  old  fashioned  privy  midden 
and  are  found  to  be  kept  in  a most  unwholesome  condition.  Where 
they  have  been  used  care  has  been  invariably  taken  to  explain  their 
jrroper  management,  but  it  still  seems  difficult  to  make  the  rural 
labourer  understand  the  necessity  to  follow  the  instructions  which 
have  been  given  him  ; in  some  cases  it  is  a matter  of  deliberate 
neglect  and  carelessness. 

In  the  larger  villages  with  public  water  supplies  water  closets 
are  general.  The  majority  are  flushed  by  a two  or  three  gallon 
flushing  tank.  A few  are  hand  flushed. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  more  progressive  villages  have  adapted  a system  of 
public  scavenging,  notably  llraunton,  VVoolacombe,  Instovv  and 
(’ombemartin  where  the  refuse  during  the  summer  months  is 
removed  twice  a week. 

The  cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies  and  cesspools  is  done 
or  is  supposed  to  be  done  by  the  householder.

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  42  Schools  in  the  district,  the  sanitary  condition 
of  which  is,  upon  the  whole,  satisfactory.  The  average  number  of 
children  on  the  roll  for  the  year  was  2,934,  the  average  attendance 
2,716.  The  attendance  per  cent,  bring  92‘5.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  condition  of  the  closet  accommodation  at  Parracombs  Church 
School,  a more  modern  system  being  urgently  needed. 

The  attendance  at  the  following  Schools  has  been  below  90 
per  cent.  : — Braunton  Infants’,  East  Down,  Highbray,  Martinhoe, 
West  Down  and  Westleigh. 

The  highest  attendance  was  at  Bishop’s  Tawton,  97'4  per  cent.

FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  during  the  year  to  connect  any 
sickness  with  an  unwholesome  milk  supply,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  insufficient  care  is  taken  in  milking,  in  the  storage 
and  distribution  of  milk.  The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk 
Shops  Order  is  not  as  fully  appreciated  as  it  should  be.  Your 
Inspectors  are  paying  special  attention  to  this  Order,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  a more  favourable  report  upon  its  working  may  be 
presented  in  the  future.

Defective  Ventilation  and  Ligliting — windows  in  most 
cases  will  not  open,  wall  very  d.unp  owing  to  lack  of  dry 
area  or  other  precautions  to  ensure  dryness,  defective 
creasing,  eaves  guttering,  hi[)S,  valleys,  &c.  Insanitary 
and  foul  privy  vaults  and  general  defects  and  dilapidations 
to  walls,  ceilings,  floors,  &c.

There  is  still  a dearth  of  adequate  housing  for  the  labouring 
classes  throughout  the  district. 

All  plans  for  the  construction  of  new  houses  are  examined  by 
Mr.  Barlow. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


(1) .  Staff. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  District  Council  has  appointed 
an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  district  has  now  for 
their  convenience,  been  again  divided  up  into  two  parts  Mr. 
William  Barlow,  who  is  also  Building  Surveyor,  being 
responsible  for  the  supervision  of  the  parishes  of  Atherington, 
Berrynarbor,  Bishop’s  Tawton,  Bittadon,  Braunton,  Combe- 
martin,  Fremington,  Georgeham,  Heanton  Punchardon, 
Horwood,  Instow,  Morthoe,  Newton  Tracey,  Tawstock, 
Westdown  and  W'estleigh,  and  Mr.  John  Ackland  responsible 
for  Arlington,  Bratton  Fleming,  Brendon,  Challacombe, 
Countisbury,  Eastdown,  Goodleigh,  High  Bray,  Kentisbury, 
Landkey,  Loxhore,  Martinhoe,  Marwood,  Parracombe. 
Sherwill,  Stoke  Rivers,  Swimbridge  and  Trentishoe.  Whilst 
there  are  undoubted  advantages  in  dividing  up  the  district  in 
this  way,  it  is  much  more  probable  that  the  work  could  be 
more  satisfactorily  arranged  and  systematically  dealt  with  if 
the  Senior  Inspector  had  control  and  supervision  over  the 
whole  area,  and  was  assisted  by  the  Junior.  There  is  a very 
exteniive  amount  of  inspection  remaining  yet  to  be  done 
under  the  Housing  Regulations,  which  could  be  more 
easily  dealt  with  were  the  two  Inspectors  working  together. 
Mr.  Barlow  has  introduced,  and  has  now  in  working  order,  a 
very  complete  system  for  recording  all  the  work  of  the  district, 
a separate  file  being  used  for  each  Parish,  and  special  files 
being  used  for  Water  Supply,  Sewerage,  Office,  Dairies, 
Workshops,  &c. 

(2)  Hospital  Accommodation. 

It  is  still  necessary  to  again  comment  upon  the  fact  that  for 
this  huge  district  no  Isolation  Hospital  is  available,  and  when  it 
is  considered  what  a largely  increased  summer  population  the 
district  has,  it  must  be  conceded  that  such  a necessity  requires 
to  be  dealt  with  at  once. 

(3)  Local  Acts  or  General  Adoptive  Acts. 

(a)  Urban  powers  are  in  force  in  regard  to  the  following 
parishes  : — 

Morthoe. — For  removal  of  house  refuse,  the  watering  and 
cleansing  of  streets,  and  bye-laws  with  regard  to  bathing. 
Instow. — For  removal  of  house  refuse. 

Braunton. — For  removal  of  house  refuse,  cleansing  and 
watering  of  the  streets. 

Combeinartin. — For  the  cleansing  and  watering  of  the 
streets  and  the  removal  of  house  refuse.  The  streets  are 
regularly  swept  throughout  the  year,  watering  takes  place 
during  16  weeks  of  the  summer  months.  The  collection 
of  house  refuse  is  done  weekly. 

Countisbury. — For  the  removal  of  house  refuse.

Diphtheria. — Number  of  cases  notified,  15.  No  deaths.  The 
cases  have  been  distributed  over  the  following  parishes  : — 
Marwood,  2 ; Fremington,  1)  ; Braunton,  2 ; Westleigh,  2 ; 
Landkey,  2 ; Tawstock  and  Bishopstawton  one  each.  With 
the  exception  of  three  cases  all  were  in  children  under  15  years 
of  age.  In  most  of  the  houses  some  sanitary  defect  was  noted. 
Tiiere  was  nothing  to  suggest  that  the  infection  had  spread 
from  the  School. 

Erysipelas. — Total  cases,  6. — Berrynarbor  3,  Westleigh,  Martinhoe 
and  Combemartin  one  each. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Total  cases,  30.  No  deaths.  Distribution  — 
Landkey  6,  Combemartin  14,  Pilton  2,  Bittadon  3,  Parracombe 
2,  Bishop’s  Tawton,  Berrynarbor  and  Morthoe,  one  each. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  seven  cases  of  this  disease  occurring  during 
the  year  were  confined  to  one  parish,  and  were  notified  within 
a period  of  ten  days  from  October  2Ist  to  November  1st  They 
originated  in  the  small  hamlet  of  Vellator,  immediately 
adjoining  the  village  of  Braunton,  and  were  undoubtedly  due 
to  drinking  water  from  the  polluted  private  well,  situated 
adjoining  the  highway  in  Vellator,  and  about  27  feet  from  a 
house,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  which  was  seriously  at  fault, 
and  the  drainage  of  which  discharged  on  to  the  highway  in 
close  proximity  to  the  well.  In  the  house  in  question  cases  2, 
3 and  4 (brothers)  resided,  being  notified  on  Oct.  24th  and  29th. 
Case  1 was  that  of  a child  aged  9 years,  who  lived  in  North 
St.,  Braunton.  and  was  notified  on  Oct  2Ist.  It  was  found  that 
this  child  had  been  accustomed  to  have  her  meals  in  the  house 
in  which  case  (f.)  resided,  a child  of  3 years,  who  was  not 
notified  until  Nov.  1st.  This  child’s  parents  had  only  recently 
removed  toVellator,  having  up  to  Oct.  3rd  resided  at  Heanton  St., 
Braunton.  Case  7 was  that  of  a young  girl  who  had  stayed,  up 
to  a few  days  prior  to  being  taken  ill,  in  a cottage  immediately 
adjacent  to  that  in  which  case  dw'elt.  These  3 houses,  viz. 
these  occupied  by  cases  (2,  3 and  4)  ; (5)  and  (7)  were 
dependant  for  their  drinking  water  upon  the  well  referred  to 
above.  Case  5 was  that  of  a boy,  aged  9,  who  lived  in  South 
St.,  Braunton,  and  was  notified  on  Oct.  29th.  This  child’s 
parents  had  only  moved  away  from  the  Vellator  district  6 
weeks  before  he  was  taken  ill  to  their  new  home  in  Braunton. 
For  the  first  few  weeks  after  leaving  Vellator,  the  lad  W'as 
accustomed  to  carry  the  pig’s  waste  to  a cottage  there,  and  had 
on  various  occasions  drunk  water  from  the  Vellator  Well. 
Suspicion  at  once  fell  upon  the  quality  of  the  water  of  the  well 
which  was  confirmed  later  by  analysis.  The  well  was  at  once 
closed,  and  other  arrangements  made  to  supply  the  cottages. 
Enquiries  made  as  to  any  other  source  of  infection  were  all 
negative.  The  cases  were  of  a severe  type  but  there  were  no 
deaths. 


A death  from  Typhoid  is  included  in  the  statistics  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  district.  This  was  the  case  of  a boy  who  was 
removed  for  treatment  to  the  North  Devon  Infirmary,  where 
it  was  discovered  that  the  disease  was  Enteric. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  single  case  notified  was  a mild  one — all 
the  necessary  precautions  were  at  once  adopted. 

Poliomyelitis. — Four  cases  were  notified.  These  occurred  at  the 
end  of  October  and  early  in  November,  in  the  village  of 
Westleigh  and  the  adjoining  hamlet  of  Southcott.  Two  were 
of  a severe  type.  There  were  no  deaths.  There  was  no 
evidence  to  show  any  direct  contact  between  these  cases,  but  it 
is  very  possible  that  they  were  indirectly  infected  from  a carrier 
case  from  Bideford,  where  the  disease  was  prevalent  about  the 
same  time. 

(3)  Non-Notifiable  Diseases. 

(a)  Measles. — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  parishes  of 

Westdown,  Highbray,  and  Bratton.  There  was  one  death. 

(b)  Whooping  Cough. — Cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  particular 
in  the  parishes  of  Atherington,  Highbray,  Braunton,  Swim- 
bridge,  Challacombe.  and  Moithoe.  There  were  no  deaths. 

(c)  Chicken  Pox. — A few  cases  occurred  in  Loxhore  and  Morthoe 

parishes. 

(d)  Mumps  was  prevalent  in  Braunton  and  Morthoe. 

(e)  Ringworm. — This  disease  was  noted  in  Marwood,  Bishop’s 

Tawton,  Newton  Tracey,  and  Countisbury. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  TUBERCULOSIS

Disinfection  and  cleansing  of  premises  recently  occupied  by 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Officers. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis. — Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Chief 
Constable  of  the  District,  Capt.  Holford  Thompson,  all  cases  of 
this  disease  are  notified  to  your  Officers  and  a special  spot  map 
of  the  district  is  kept  noting  the  locality  of  the  disease.  As 
time  goes  on  we  hope  to  be  able  to  form  some  idea  as  to  the 
relation  of  the  prevalence  of  bovine  and  human  tuberculosis 
in  the  various  parts  of  the  district.

ARLINGTON. 

Arlington  is  a parish  of  2.j00  acres,  with  a population  of  197, 
slightly  decreased.  Number  of  inhabited  houies,  42.  Rateable 
value,  £2603.  Outdoor  relief,  £14  Ss.  It  is  situated,  generally,  on 
Morte  slates,  except  at  its  southern  part,  which  is  partly  composed 
of  Pickwell  Down  Sandstone.  Its  school  has  accommodation  for 
70  children  and  had  an  average  of  39‘9  on  its  roll  and  a percentage 
of  96'9  attendances  for  the  year.  It  was  enlarged  in  1905  and  its 
sanitary  condition  is  satisfactory. 

It  depends  upon  wells  for  its  water  supply. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  earth  closets. 
At  Arlington  Court  is  a modern  water  carriage  system  discharging 
into  a septic  tank,  the  overflow  of  which  is  discharged  by  irrigation 
over  fields.  A few  other  houses  are  similarly  provided. 

There  appears  to  be  a sufficiency  of  houses  for  the  parish, 
the  majority  of  which  are  rated  under  £5.

The  parish  well 
opposite  the  Rectory  has  been  recently  repaired. 

A few  houses  are 
drained  to  cesspits,  the  remainder  are  supplied  with  earth  closets. 

There  is  no  lack  of  housing  accommodation,  14  houses  are 
rated  under  £5.

A parish  with  an  acreage  of  3337,  containing  a fair  sized 
village  and  two  hamlets,  Langridge  Ford  and  Uinberleigh. 
Population  487,  increasing.  Number  of  inhabited  houses,  luo. 
Rateable  value.  £3173.  Outdoor  relief,  £50  16s  The  schools  are 
situated  in  Atherington  village  and  near  Uinberleigh  Station, 
and  had  an  average  number  of  7U  on  the  roll  and  a per  cent, 
attendance  of  94’1. 

A few  houses  are  supplied  with  a water  carriage  system,  and 
a small  proportion  only  with  earth  closets.  A short  drain  in  the 
village  is  used  to  carry  off  slop  water,  and  discharges  by  irrigation. 

Water  supply  from  private  wells.

Bcrrynarbor  containing  a long  straggling  village  has  an 
acreage  of  4980.  Population  .’lOU  increasing.  Number  ofinhabited 
houses  1 82.  Rateable  value  of  parish  £4660.  Outdoor  relief 
£32  2s  .'d. 

There  is  no  public  system  of  drainage.  The  majority  of  the 
houses  are  provided  with  privies.  There  are  a few  water  and  earth 
closets. 

The  village  has  a public  water  supply,  obtained  from  a spring 
on  the  Basset  Estate  and  carried  to  a small  reservoir,  holding  inio 
gallons  and  distributed  by  means  of  a 2-inch  iron  pipe  to  twelve 
taps  fixed  at  convenient  distances  to  supply  the  houses.  There  is 
no  question  as  to  the  quality  of  the  supply. 

The  school  is  situated  in  the  village  and  has  an  average  of 
85'4  on  the  roll  and  a per  cent,  attendance  of  90'8. 

A registered  midwife  resides  in  the  village.

BISHOP’S  TAVVTON. 

An  extensive  parish  of  3881  acres  with  a good  sized  village 
on  the  North  Bank  of  the  River  Taw.  Population  780,  stationary. 
Inhabited  houses  201,  increasing.  Rateable  value  £66 19.  Outdoor 
relief  £140. 

No  less  than  144  houses  in  this  parish  are  rated  under  £n. 
Plans  for  the  building  of  three  houses  were  presented  to  the 
authority  for  inspection.  There  appears  to  be  a sufficiency  of 
houses  for  the  working  classes. 

The  parish  contains  two  schools.  Bishop’s  Tawton  Village 
and  Herner.  The  former  has  an  average  of  104’3  on  the  roll,  with 
a percentage  attendance  of  97'4,  and  the  latter  an  average  of  48-1 
and  a percentage  attendance  of  94’6.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
both  schools  is  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  public  system  of  drainage  for  the  village,  but  at 
the  south  end  there  is  a 9 inch  sewer  which  carries  off  the  drainage 
of  a few  houses,  and  discharges  in  the  rear  of  the  smithy. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  village  is  derived  from  two  sources, 
one  which  has  been  recently  relaid  and  is  obtained  from  the  foot  of 
Codden  Hill,  which  is  conveyed  by  a 4-inch  iron  pipe  to  stand 
pipes,  and  the  other  is  from  a main  supplied  by  the  Barnstaple 
Water  Company. 

Number  of  Registered  Dairies,  10  ; nuisances  reported  28, 
notices  served  14. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  dealt  with.  Uncleanliness  of 
premises  2. 

Disease  Incidents. — Two  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been 
notified,  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Diphtheria.  No  other 
infectious  diseases  have  been  reported.  There  has  been  very 
little  sickness  amongst  children,  the  attendance  at  both  schools 
being  very  good.

BRATTON  FLl£MINQ. 

An  extensive  parish  of  5898  acres,  with  a village,  situated 
6')0  feet  above  the  sea  level,  containing  about  57  houses  and  a 
modern  Public  Elementary  School,  erected  in  1906,  capable  of 
accommodating  140  children. 

Population  480,  diminishing.  Inhabited  houses  123,  slight 
increase.  Outdoor  relief,  £27  2s.  9d.  Rateable  value,  £5851.  The 
school,  during  the  year,  had  an  average  attendance  of  83  3 and  a 
percentage  attendance  of  98'8. 

There  is  a registered  Bakehouse  and  Slaughter-house  in  the 

village. 

About  50  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  rated  under  £5,  the 
majority  of  the  remainder  are  rated  over  £10. 

The  village  has  a general  service  Water  Supply  from  Bratton 
Down.  Local  wells  supply  the  remainder  of  the  parish. 

There  is  no  public  sewerage  system.  The  larger  houses  are 
fitted  with  water  closets,  a tew  others  with  earth  closets,  and  the 
remainder  with  privies. 

The  parish  is  always  an  exceptionally  healthy  one.  Four- 
teen nuisances  were  reported. 

Disease  Incidents. — No  infectious  disease  has  bean  reported  during 
the  year  from  this  parish.  There  has  been  practically  very 
little  sickness  amongst  the  school  children,  except  for  an  out- 
break of  Measles,  for  which  the  school  was  closed  on  June  16th.

BRAUNTON. 

This  is  the  largest  parish  in  the  district,  comprising  10,282 
acres,  and  containing  one  large  village,  Braunton,  and  several  small 
hamlets,  notably  Knowle,  Santon,  and  Vellalor.  The  population 
of  the  parish  is  2321,  and  is  an  increasing  one,  and  becomes  very 
considerably  added  to  during  the  spring  and  summer.  Number  of 
inhabited  houses  566,  increasing.  Rateable  value  £14208.  Out- 
door relief  £271  :3:  11.  Out-standing  loans  upon  Braunton 
sewerage  and  water  system  £3334. 

Housing.— T'at  year  has  seen  a very  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  houses  in  the  parish,  the  majority  of  which  are  in 
Braunton  village  where  no  less  than  30  new  houses  have  been 
erected.  There  are  over  200  houses  rated  under  £5. 

The  Council  School  at  Braunton  is  able  to  accommodate 
450  children.  The  per  centage  attendance*  during  the  year  have 
been  satisfactory.  Boy*  937  ; Girls  92  ; Infants  88’1.  The  closet 
accommodation  of  the  school  is  referred  to  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report.  There  are  two  good  private  schools  ; 
Chaloner’s  Endowed  School  for  Boys  and  Miss  Davies’s 
School  for  Girls. 


JVa/^r  Supply. — Brannlon  village  obtains  its  water  supply  from 
springs  at  Buttercombe  Lane,  near  Ash.  The  collecting 
reservoir  has  a capacity  of  1 2500U  gallons,  and  yields  upon  an 
average  ^5000  gallons  a day.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  very 
satisfactory.  During  a portion  of  last  summer  the  supply  was 
very  low,  the  water  having  to  be  turned  off  from  5 p m.  to 
8 a.m.  The  Parish  ('ouncil  have  decided  to  take  in  two 
additional  springs. 

Santon. — A small  hamlet  consisting  of  a good  sized  hotel  and  a few 
dwelling  houses  has  a small  public  supply,  owned  by  Mr. 
Christie,  having  a storage  of  lOuO  gallons. 

Knowle. — A fair  sized  village,  has  been  during  the  year  provided 
with  a public  supply  from  springs  in  a field  to  the  East  of 
Castle  Lane.  The  storage  reservoir  is  capable  of  holding 
83000  gallons  and  the  mains  gravitate  from  it  to  all  parts  of  the 
village. 

A parish  well  situated  in  Knowle  has  been  closed  down 
owing  to  pollution. 

Vellator. — Serious  pollution  of  the  well  supplying  9 houses  contain- 
ing 87  persons  occurred  in  this  area  and  an  outbreak  traced  to 
this  source  is  referred  to  earlier  in  the  report. 

Drainage. — Braunton  villiageis  served  by  a modern  sewerage  system, 
consisting  of  sewers  varying  from  4 to  9 inches  in  diameter 
and  supplied  with  a series  of  flushing  chambers.  The  out-fall 
of  the  system  is  at  Vellator  into  Braunton  Pill.  The  larger 
proportion  of  houses  are  connected  up.  Some  considerable 
complaint  has  been  made  of  the  bad  smells  from  the  man-holes  in 
the  South  Street  sewer,  and  also  from  the  leakage  of  sewage 
in  certain  places.  The  Parish  Council  have  recommended 
that  this  sewer  be  relaid  with  !8  inch  pipes  from  Gubbin’s  Lane 
to  the  sewer  out-fall — Mr.  Barlow,  your  Inspector,  is  preparing 
plans  and  specifications. 

Sanion  has  a small  sewerage  system  carried  to  a sewage  tank  which 
is  released  at  the  turn  of  the  tide.  The  sewer  has  been 
recently  repaired. 

Knowle. — As  the  result  of  numerous  complaints  of  slop  water  dis- 
charging at  various  points  into  the  ditch  in  the  village,  a cement 
gutter  ) 2 by  6 inches  has  been  laid  along  the  north  side  of  the 
village  for  a distance  of  740  feet. 

Refuse  Disposal. — Scavenging  is  carried  out  for  18  weeks  during  the 
summer  months.  It  has  been  suggested  to  make  use  of  a 
disused  quarry  at  Corril  Head,  Knowle,  the  property  of  the 
Incledon  Webber  Estate,  and  negotiations  are  now  in  progress. 

Sanitary  Details. — Nuisances  dealt  with  45  ; Notices  served  28. 
Total  number  of  plans  deposited  for  examination,  85. 
Registered  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  85,  insanitary  conditions  dealt 
with  12.  Registered  Bake-houses  4.  Registered  Slaughter- 
houses 8.  Factories  1.  Workshops  17.

This  is  one  of  the  parishes  which  is  largely 
resorted  to  by  visitors  during  the  summer  months.

Rateable  value  £682 1 . Outstanding  loan  in  Combemartin  Sewerage 
System  £641  ; out-door  relief  £184  ; 2 : 9 

The  village  school  is  a large  one,  capable  of  affording 
accommodation  for  3f)0  scholars  average  number  on  the  roll,  boys 
99  1 ; girls  94'6  ; infants  80,  per  centage  attendance  boys  95’ 4 ; girls 
94’7  ; infants  93.  The  school  is  in  a thorough  satisfactory  condition. 

There  are  2 registered  midvvives  in  the  village.  Registered 
Dairies  21  ; Bakehouses  4 ; Slaughterhouses  3 ; Workshops  17  : 
Nuisances  reported  29. 

Combemartin  village  has  a modern  sewerage  scheme  with  its 
out-fall  near  David’s  Stone,  discharging  well  below  low  water  mark. 

The  provision  of  an  adequate  water  supply  for  the  village 
is  still  under  consideration,  and  a plan  has  been  submitted  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Parish  Council.

The  main  of  the  Barnstaple  Water  Company  supplies  the  two 
villages  of  Bickington  and  Fremington  and  houses  on  its  way  to 
Instow.  A large  number  of  householders  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  taking  their  water  supply  from  this  service.

Somewhat  over  100  ol  the  cottages  are  rated  under  £5,  some 
of  them  are  old  and  insanitary. 

Throughout  the  length  of  the  village  there  is  a sewer,  the 
outfall  of  which  has  been  extended  to  Perryman’s  field  some  200 
feet  to  the  south  of  the  school,  the  sewage  being  received  into  a 
cement  lined  cesspool,  the  overflow  from  which  is  into  a ditch  200 
yards  in  length,  irrigating  the  land  along  its  course.  The  sewer 
has  also  been  extended  from  the  village  up  to  Higher  Ham  with 
4-inch  pipes. 

For  some  considerable  time  it  has  been  necessary  to  report 
adversely  upon  the  Water  Supply  of  the  village,  which  is  provided 
for  by  three  public  wells,  the  situation  of  which  lends  itself  to  the 
possibility  of  pollution.  During  the  Autumn  samples  from  Nether- 
ham  and  Rock  Hill  Wells  were  taken  by  Mr.  Barlow  and  forwarded 
to  Dr.  John  Thresh  for  analysis.  The  report  is  as  follows  : — 

“ These  waters  are  so  similar  in  character  that  one 
report  serves  for  both. 

Both  waters  are,  chemically,  of  the  highest  degree  of 
organic  purity,  these  are  exceptionally  pure  for  well  waters, 
but  they  contain  too  many  bacteria,  and  these  bacteria  are 
evidently  derived  from  manurial  matter  on  the  ground 
surface. 

It  is  unlikely  that  they  can  have  caused  Diphtheria  or 
Typhoid  Fever,  especially  Diphtheria,  but  it  is  not  improbable 
that  they  may  cause  Typhoid  Fever  if  any  Typhoid  infected 
matter  got  on  to  the  land  above  the  wells. 

The  presence  of  debris  in  each  water  indicates  also 
access  of  imperfectly  filtered  surface  water,  and  if  possible 
the  structure  of  the  wells  should  be  improved  so  as  to  prevent 
access  of  any  water  whatever  save  what  comes  upwards  from 
the  bottom  or  near  the  bottom  of  the  wells.  If  this  could  be 
done  the  wells  should  yield  a very  good  water.

December  18th,  1318.” 

The  situation  of  these  wells  renders  surface  pollution  easy. 
The  Council  have  requested  Mr.  Barlow  to  report  upon  the 
possibility  of  carrying  out  Dr.  Thresh’s  suggestions.

SANITARY  INSPECTORS'  REPORTS. 


Red  House, 

Castle  Street,  Barnstaple. 

February  6th,  1914. 

Dear  Sir. 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  9 months,  having  only  been 
appointed  from  the  1st  of  April,  19i;-5,  and  in  doing  so  I have  shown 
all  figures  in  tabulated  form  of  all  records  required  for  your  con- 
sideration, the  figures  as  given  are  a brief  outline  of  the  work 
accomplished  in  each  parish  under  the  respective  headings. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Aiilkshops  Orders.  I have  inspected  a 
considerable  number  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  this  District. 
Most  of  the  Dairies  are  I find  used  for  the  storage  of  bread, 
meat,  &c.,  ■which  of  course  is  in  contravention  of  the  above 
orders.  The  cowsheds  are  generally  structurally  defectiv*, 
and  I have  found  it  necessary  to  serve  informal  notices  to 
remedy  these  defects.  Two  sheds  have  since  been  altered  so 
as  to  meet  our  requirements,  these  have  been  subsequently 
registered  I hope  by  the  end  of  next  year  (1914)  to  have 
made  a complete  inspection  of  all  the  cowsheds  in  each  parish 
in  the  district.  All  dairymen  and  cowkeepers  will  in  the 
future  be  served  with  a notice  twice  yearly,  namely,  May  and 
October,  to  limewash  their  premises  so  as  to  comply  with  the 
above  orders. 

Permanent  Records.  Permanent  records  of  all  inspections  made 
under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  and  Public  Health 
Acts  have  been  filled  out  and  filed  away  under  the  respective 
parishes  for  future  reference,  which  will  be  useful  for  furnishing 
statistics  for  Wafer  supply,  Housing  Accommodation  or 
Sewerage  Work.  This  work  when  fully  accomplished  will 
necessarily  be  one  of  the  chief  records  of  a Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Oflice,  366  records  have  been  made  out  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
summary  sheet. 

SEWi  RAGE. 

Braiinton,  Santon  Sewer.  I have  had  this  sewer  repaired  in 
several  places  on  the  sands  between  high  and  low  water  mark. 
The  retaining  tank  at  the  foot  of  the  steps  leading  to  the  sands 
(also  on  this  system)  has  been  provided  with  a new  frame  and 
cover — the  penstock  and  keys  for  regulating  the  flow  of  sewage 
in  this  tank  have  also  been  thoroughly  overhauled  The  sewer 
takes  four  villas  in  all. 

Braunlon,  5outh  5treet  Sewer.  A. ter  a series  of  complaiius 
of  no.xious  smells  being  given  off  from  manholes  ; also  over- 
flowing at  different  points  along  this  sewer,  1 reported  ibis 
matter  to  the  Council  on  two  occasions,  with  the  result  that  a 
copy  of  my  report  was  submitted  to  the  Braunton  Parish 
Council  for  their  observations  thereon. 


The  Parish  Council  have  ultimately  recommended  that  the 
sewer  be  relaid  with  18  inch  pipes  from  Gubbin’s  Lane  to 
sewer  outfall  at  Vellator.  I have  consequently  been  asked  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications,  which  I hope  to  submit  to  the 
Council  for  their  consideration  in  the  course  of  a few  weeks. 

Knowle  Open  Ditch  Nuisance.  A cement  concrete  gutter 
12  by  6 inches,  has  been  laid  along  the  north  side  of  this 
Hamlet  for  a distance  of  some  740  feet  (where  not  already 
piped  in),  in  consequence  of  numerous  complaints  respecting 
slop  water  discharging  into  the  old  ditch  at  several  points 
along  its  course.  It  is  in  my  opinion  quite  a satisfac'ory  job. 

Braunton  County  Council  School  The  Closet  accommodation 
at  this  school  is  far  from  sanitary.  There  are  nine  closets  in 
all,  and  being  flushed  by  a cistern  at  the  head  of  the  drain, 
which  naturally  causes  sewage  to  lodge  at  points  down  the 
channel  which  receives  the  discharge.  These  closets  should 
be  substituted  with  proper  pedestal  washdown  pans,  provided 
with  two  or  three  gallons  flush  cisterns  to  each  closet.  The 
present  drainage  system  is  inefficiently  ventilated. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Braunton.  Braunton  Village  is  supplied  from  a reservoir  at 
Buttercombe  Lane,  Ash,  which  yields  on  an  average  85,0('0 
gallons  per  day.  During  a portion  of  last  summer  this  supply 
was  very  low,  the  water  having  to  be  turned  off  from  5 o’clock 
in  the  evening  to  8 o’clock  the  following  morning.  The 
Council  have  decided  to  take  in  two  additional  springs  known 
as  “ Blackwells.”  The  work  is  going  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Parish  Council  shortly  under  my  supei  vision. 

Knowle.  This  hamlet  was  provided  with  a water  supply  system 
early  in  the  year,  from  springs  which  rise  in  a field  on  the  east 
side  of  Castle  Lane.  The  storage  reservoir  has  been  con- 
structed in  this  field  holding  83,000  gallons.  This  source  of 
supply  provided  this  hamlet  with  15,0o0  gallons  per  day.  The 
mains  gravitate  from  the  reservoir  to  all  pariS  of  the  village. 

Parish  Well,  Knowle.  In  consequence  of  complainis  I have 
found  it  necessary  to  remove  the  pump  and  close  down  this 
well  from  further  usage.  The  well  was  badly  situated,  and  is 
polluted  by  an  adjoining  cow  yard  and  other  drainage. 

Vellator,  Private  Well.  During  a epidemic  of  Enteric  Fever,  in 
November  last,  it  was  found  that  most  of  the  houses  where  the 
the  cases  were  notified  from,  were  in  the  practice  of  using  this 
water.  The  well  ha*  been  closed  down  as  suspicious.  The 
agents  tor  the  Owners  of  the  pi'operty  affected  have  subsequent- 
ly had  the  water  analyzed,  the  report  from  the  analyst  being 
very  unsatisfactory,  they  have  since  sunk  a well  in  a garden 


adjoining  their  cottages,  the  sidf  s of  the  well  have  not  in  any 
been  treated  so  as  to  prevent  manurial  matter  &c.  gaining 
access  to  same.  This  supply  in  my  opinon  is  totally  unfit  for 
drinking  purposes.  The  old  well  is  72('  feet  from  the  sewer 
outfall  at  Vellator.  37  persons  were  dependent  upon  it  for 
their  water  (total  of  9 houses).  There  are  55  inhabitants  in 
Vellator  (17  houses  in  all),  and  six  private  wells.  I am  serving 
the  agents  with  a notice  to  provide  the  tenants  with  an 
adequate  and  wholesome  water  supply  for  drinking  and  other 
purposes. 

Westleigh  Water  Supply.  Two  wells  in  this  Village  (one  in  the 
higher  and  one  in  the  lower)  have  been  rendered  on  the  inside 
with  cement,  and  provided  with  pumps  and  drainage  to  take 
surface  water,  and  are  now  yielding  water  of  a much  better 
quality. 

Westleigh  Sewer,  d’he  out-fall  from  this  sewer  discharges  at  a 
point  on  the  foreshore  just  beyond  the  railway.  I think  this  sewer 
should  be  extended  some  50  yards  further  down  the  shore 
towards  the  river,  as  the  gutter  which  receives  the  sewage  from 
the  outfall  at  present  requires  frequent  clearing  and  cleansing 
and  is  far  from  being  a sanitary  job. 

Instow,  Defective  Sewer  in  Lane  adjoining  Mr.  Rowe’s  Bakery. 

I found  in  necessary  to  relay  the  sewer  as  it  was  defective  and 
in  some  places  it  was  only  6 inches  below  the  surface  of  the 
roadway  and  laid  with  a very  uneven  gradient.  It  is  now 
working  satisfactorily. 

Mortehoe,  Parish  Well,  North  Morte  In  consequence  of 
complaints  I have  had  this  well  rendered  on  the  inside  with 
cement  and  the  ground  immediately  in  front  of  same  filled  in  with 
concrete  sloping  towards  the  roadway  to  throw  waste  water  and 
other  drainage  free  of  the  well.  It  is  used  by  several  tenants  in 
the  lane  adjoining  who  have  not  had  the  Ilfiacombe  Water 
Supply  laid  on. 

Westdown,  Council  School.  I have  found  it  necessary  to  draw 
the  Council's  attejition  to  the  i isanitary  closet  accommodation 
at  this  School.  The  Earth  Pail  System  is  in  operation,  but 
there  was  no  provision  made  in  the  closets  for  the  storage  of 
material  for  deodorizing  purposes.  The  buckets  when  full  were 
dumped  in  a field  adjoining  the  roadway  and  not  covered  in  any 
way,  thereby  giving  off  an  offensive  odour.  I have  since  met 
the  Clerk  of  Works  to  the  Devon  Education  Authority  and  he 
has  agreed  to  can  y out  my  recommendations, 

Westdown,  Sewer  Outfall  in  Field  opposite  the  Schools.  The 

outfall  of  this  sewer  has  been  extended  some  96  feet  further 
down  the  field  in  consequence  of  complaints  and  is  now  2'-! I 
feet  from  the  centre  of  the  roadway  opposite  the  school.  It  is 
now  generally  recognized  as  a satisfactory  job. 


Ashford,  Parish  Well  opposite  the  Rectory.  This  well  is  now 
being  rendered  on  the  inside  with  cement,  including  the 
provision  of  a new  door  and  frame  ; also  pump  and  concrete 
step,  and  general  repairing  to  the  front  of  same. 

Bishop’s  Tawton  Water  Supply.  The  parish  Water  Mains  have 
been  relaid  from  the  existing  stand  pipe  on  the  green  near  the 
Chichester  Arms  north  and  south  of  the  Village  with  1|" 
Mannesman  Steel  Tubes  (screw  joined)  for  a distance  of  920 
lineal  feet,  owing  to  the  old  mains  being  very  much  corroded, 
particulary  near  the  Chichester  Arms.  The  source  of  supply 
if  from  a spring  at  the  foot  of  Coddon  Hill  where  it  is  convey- 
ed and  collected  in  a storage  reservoir  of  some  5000  gallons 
capacity,  and  thence  by  gravitation  to  several  stand  pipes 
through  the  village.  There  is  now  an  abundant  and  good 
supply  for  domestic  and  other  purposes.  The  Barnstaple 
Water  Company  is  also  laid  on  to  several  houses  in  this  Parish. 

Oeorgeham  5ewer«.  The  sewer  outfall  has  been  extended  to  a 
point  in  a field  known  as  “ Perryman’s  ” some  200  feet  south  of 
the  school,  the  sewage  being  received  in  a cesspool  (rendered 
on  the  inside  with  cement)  the  overflow  from  the  same  takes 
the  form  of  a ditch  (which  is  roughly  250  lineal  yards  in  length) 
and  irrigates  the  land  along  its  course.  The  sewer  has  also 
been  extended  from  the  village  up  to  Higher  Ham  with  -J-" 
pipes.  The  sewers  are  inefficiently  ventilated.

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1913.  Records  of  inspections  made  are  shewn  on  the 
tabulated  Summary. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Swimbridge.  The  water  for  this  village  is  supplied  from  springs 
rising  at  Indiwell.  The  average  daily  quantity  of  water 
derived  from  this  source  is  5 000  gallons.  There  is  a service 
reservoir  of  25,000  gallons  capacity.  As  this  reservoir  is 
situated  in  a field  near  a farmhouse  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
have  same  fenced  in  with  posts  and  wire  netting  of  a small  mesh 
to  prevent  poultry  from  running  over  same. 


Countisbury.  The  houses  at  the  Tors  are  supplied  witli  an 
adequate  and  wholesome  supplv  of  water  by  the  Lynton 
Water  Supply. 

Bratton  Fleming:.  Portion  of  this  village  is  supplied  with  good 
upland  Eurfacc  water  from  springs  which  rise  on  Rratton 
Down. 

The  remainder  of  the  parishes  in  No  2 District  are  supplied 

by  means  of  public  and  private  wells. 

The  following  public  wells  have  been  repaired  and 

improved  : — 

Marwood,  Muddiford  ell  This  dip  well  has  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  out  and  the  inside  rendered  with  cement  and  a pump 
provided  and  fixed,  also  means  were  adopted  to  prevent  this 
well  becoming  polluted  by  surface  drainage. 

Marwood,  Prixford  Well.  The  inside  of  this  dip  well  has  been 
cement  rendered  and  a door  and  doorframe  provided. 

Eastdown,  Well  at  Churchill  Green  The  ground  immediately 
surrounding  this  well  has  been  excavated  and  filled  up  with 
cement  concrete  formed  so  as  to  slope  away  from  the  well. 
The  inside  of  the  well  was  rendered  with  cement  and  a new 
door  and  doorframe  provided,  and  a pump  has  been  fixed  and 
a channel  made  so  as  to  carry  off  waste  water. 

Eastdown,  Dip  Well  near  Eastdown  Mill.  This  well  has  been 
cleaned  out  and  the  inside  cement  rendered  and  generally 
renovated. 

Qoodleigh,  Higher  and  Lower  Wells.  Both  these  wells  have 
received  attention,  and  in  both  cases  work  deemed  necessary 
has  been  carried  out  and  every  precaution  has  been  taken  so  as 
to  safeguard  these  supplies. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Swimbridge  Sewers.  The  portion  of  the  sewer  across  the  fields 
from  the  village  to  the  sewer  outfall  had  become  partly 
silted  up  with  gravel  thereby  impeding  the  flow  of  the  sewage, 
this  part  of  the  sewer  has  been  cleared  with  chains  and  is  now 
working  satisfactorily. 

Parra*.  *fnbe.  The  drainage  of  Parracombe  village  is  very  unsatis- 
factory. Several  connections  from  water  closets  and  waste 
water  drains  have  been  made  to  a stone  built  chain  belonging 
to  the  Highway  Authority.  This  drain  passes  under  the  main 
road  through  the  village  and  ultimately  discharges  into  the  river 
Heddon  near  the  rear  of  the  Fox  and  Goose  Hotel.  This  not 
only  causes  pollution  to  the  said  river,  but  in  summer  time 
when  the  water  is  low  (as  experienced  cluring  the  past  summer) 
a deposit  accumulates  in  the  bed  of  the  river  which  causes  a 
serious  nuisance. 


In  my  opinion  a sewerage  sj^steni  for  this  village  would  not 
be  efficient  without  a proper  water  supply  sufficient  for 
domestic  and  flushing  purposes. 

Parracombe,  Church  School  I have  found  it  necessary  to  serve 
a final  Notice  on  the  Managers  of  this  School  to  make  good  the 
insanitary  closet  and  urinal  accommodation.  I reported  this 
matter  to  the  Council  in  September  last  and  a copy  of  my 
report  was  sent  to  the  School  Managers,  the  Parracombe 
Parish  Council  and  the  Devon  Education  Authority.  When  I 
last  inspected  these  premises  the  necessary  works  had  not  been 
carried  out. 

Countfsbury.  The  portion  of  Countisbury  known  as  the  Tors  has 
a sewerage  system  the  outfall  of  which  discharges  into  the  sea. 
This  S3'stem  is  in  a very  satisfactory'^  condition. 

The  remainder  of  the  parishes  is  dependent  upon  the 
Conservancy  System,  Earth  Closets,  Privy  Middens,  and  Pails 
being  used.  Over  ii  Privy  Middens,  which  are  often  found  to 
be  in  a very  foul  and  insanitary  condition,  have  been  replaced 
with  the  Dry'  Earth  Pail  System  with  movable  receptacles. 

Several  of  the  larger  houses  in  the  district  have  adopted 
the  Water  Carriage  Sy'stem,  and  the  sewage  is  discharged 
either  into  cesspools  or  over  the  neighbouring  land  for 
irrigation  purposes.  The  drainage  arrangements  of  several  of 
these  houses  have  been  inspected  and  are  generally  found 
satisfactory. 

Slaughter- Hosues.  The  slaughter-houses  have  been  frequently 
inspected.  In  a great  many  cases  the  gully'  is  found  inside  the 
slaughter-house  ; this  does  not  conform  with  the  Bye-laws.  A 
slaughter  house  in  Swymbridge  Parish  did  not  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Bye-laws,  but  I served  a notice  on  the 
owner  and  the  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  have  been 
carried  out  and  the  slaughter-house  and  lairs  are  now  in 
satisfactory  condition.  Minor  defects  and  limewashing  have 
been  carried  out  at  various  other  slaughter-houses. 

Dairies.  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders.  Several  inspections 
have  been  made  under  the  above  orders,  and  notices  have  been 
served  where  necessary  in  cases  of  insanitary  conditions.  A 
cowshed  at  Bratton  Fleming  did  not  comply  with  the  Regula- 
tions of  the  above  orders  in  regards  to  Lighting,  Ventilation, 
Drainage,  Cleanliness,  and  Water  Supply,  Notice  has  been 
served  on  the  owner  and  a new  cowshed  has  been  built  which 
meets  with  the  requirements  of  these  orders.
